Lloyd H. Kingsbury, for 25 years 
known to police throughout’ the 
country as a confidence man, was 
not the one to neglectethe oppor- 
tunity offered to him in St. Louis 
last month when a woman, mistak- 
ing him for the uncle of an ac- 
quaintance, spoke to him on the 
street. 

How diligently Kingsbury culti- 
vated the opportunity became 
known today with his arrest in De- 
troit, Mich., on a mail fraud war- 
rant charging that he had obtained 
$3334 from Miss Ethel Ratz, 4932 
Murdoch avenue. 


It was Miss Ratz who had greet- 
ed Kingsbury early in March when 
they met on a downtown street and 
she mistook him for her friend’s 
uncle. Kingsbury, as the story is 
told by Postoffice Inspector A. F. 
Burt, did nothing to disillusion her, 
but on the contrary accepted an in- 
vitation to her home, and spoke af- 


-fectionately of his supposed niece. 


Visits Victim’s Home. 
At Miss Ratz’ home Kingsbury 


and that his home was in 
PReverly Hills, Cal., although he had 
been staying recently in Chicago, 
handling some oil leases on New 
Mexico property. He would be glad, 
he mentioned in passing, to recom- 
mend some investments for Miss 
Ratz, if she desired his advice. 
Miss Ratz, however, was not the 
one to be taken in, even by an uncle 
of her dear friend, not, at least, un- 
til she had more information about 
him. So she consulted a business 
directory and found that there was

ness, that his home was in Beverly 
Hills, Cal., and that his business 
standing was reputable. 

So she gave Kingsbury a cashier's 
check for $241, Burt said, and re- 
ceived March 12 what purported to 
be an oil lease. Kingsbury told her 
that it might be sold at a 100 per 
cent profit immediately, but ad- 
vised her to hold it for a larger 
profit, Burt said. 


Traced to Detroit. 


Nothing happened then until 
March 26, when Miss Ratz paid 
On the 
two following days she gave Kings- 
bury $800 and $600, and on April 
3, $1050. On this last deal, Burt 
said, Kingsbury assured her that a 
profit of $22,000 could be made im- 
mediately. 

After several days, when Miss 
Ratz was unable to get in touch 
with Kingsbury, she told police 
what had happened. They showed 
her a recent photograph of Kings- 
bury in a bulletin warning bankcrs 
about his operations, and she iden- 
tified the photograph as that of the 
man who had swindled her. 

Postoffice Inspectors traced 
Kingsbury to Detroit and for two 
weeks maintained watch over an 
apartment there.in which his wife 
was living. Kingsbury was errest- 
ed this afternoon when he visited 
the apartment. He is 55 years old 
and has served terms in several 
penitentiaries.

MOVIE MODISTE

THIRD MAN SHOT 


Chauffeur Murdered De- 
signer, Wounded Law In- 
structor, Then Ended 
Own Life, Officers Say. 


INQUIRY DISCLOSES 


‘DISPUTE OVER MONEY 


Case Described as Closed, 
but Missing Guest at Hol- 
lywood Supper Is Sought 
for Questioning.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., April 26.— 
Shootings that caused the deaths 
to a movie style creator and his 
chauffeur and the serious wound- 
ing of a third man last night were 
reported as murder and suicide by 
Sheriff's officers today. 

O. H. Cloud, Sheriff's deputy in 
charge of the case, said Paul Ivar 
Wharton, 25-vear-old designer of 
clothes for film actresses, was shot 
by William Howard, 35, former en- 


sign in the navy and later Whar- 
ton’s chauffeur. 

Cloud said Howard later shot 
Henry E. Bolte, 38, law instructor 


‘at the University of-California at 


Los Angeles. After wounding Bolte, 
Cloud said, Howard shot and killed 
himself. 

The killing of Wharton followed 
a supper attended by two guests in 
his Hollywood apartment-studio. 
The other shootings occurred later 
in an apartment entrance several 
blocks away. 


Quarrel Over Money. 


Cloud said the Sheriff's office 
was convinced the shootings were 
a result of financial differences in- 
volving the three men, and that a 
violent quarrel concerning money 
Wharton and Bolte owed Howard 
preceded the shootings. 

“Our investigation has established 
that a man we know only as C. M. 
McDermott was the third person in 
the room at the time Wharton was 
slain,” Cloud said. “We believe he 
was not involved in the shootings, 
but other officers now are looking 
for him in the belief he can clear 
up minor details pertaining to the 
tragedy.” 

Cloud said McDermott leaped 
from a window after the three shots 
had been fired. The deputy said 
the man’s fall was broken by shrub- 
bery. Investigators later picked up 
a brown hat and a piece of white 
shirt. They were identified as be- 
longing to the man who confronted 
Wharton's foster-mother, Ada E. 
Wharton, an invalid, as he fled 
from the scene of the shooting, ran 
into a hallway and then into the 
kitchen, from which he leaped to 
the ground. 

Says Case Is Closed. 

Cloud said as far as the Sheriff's 
office is concerned, the case is 
closed except for questioning of 
McDermott. “We are convinced it 
is a case of murder and suicide, 
and the Coroner’s office agrees with 
this theory, and no inquest will be 
held,” Cloud said. “However, it is 
possible future developments may 
warrant entrance of police into the 
case, in which case a Coroner’s in- 
vestigation might be considered 
necessary.” 

Police said they were not partici- 
pating in the investigation at this 
time. Cloud said investigators had 
abandoned their earlier theory that 
Bolte might have been the victim 
of mistaken identity. They have 
established that the two men were 
acquainted. The Deputy said How- 
ard until recently had been a fre- 
quent escort of Boite’s sister. 

Mrs. Wharton said Wharton was 
born in Billings, Mont., and was 
the adopted son of a doctor and his 
wife, who came to Los Angeles from 
Billings. They died in 1927, and 


through the medium of a church, 


she became his foster-mother. “Sev- 
eral members of Angelus Temple 
told me about Paul,” she said, “and 
said they wanted to find him 4 
good home. He came to me and 
told me he was anxious to follow 
his designing work and already had 
managed to obtain a fashionable 
clientele. 

“T had a large apartment and 
offered him a room in the rear for 
his work. In 1927 I legally adopted 
Paul. 

Mrs. Wharton told Detective 
Lieutenant R. L. Berry that just 
before 10 o’clock she heard sever: | 
shots and, crawling into the next 
room, found Wharton dying. His 
guests, one of whom she knew only 
as “Billy,” had fled.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today completed his 
works-relief organization with ap- 
pointment of Harry L. Hopkins, as 
Administrator of the Works Proy- 
ress Division. He charged the 
progress division with the task of 
making certain that persons em- 
ployed on the projects come from 
the relief rolls. 

The United States Employment 
Service was given general charge 
of re-employment of persons on 
work relief who desire to return 


jto private employment. 


With the completion of his ad- 
ministrative machinery, the Presi- 
dent summoned his principal aids 
in the works setup for a general 
discussion tonight. 

The President also added to the 
allotmen board, headed by Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes, a repre 
sentative of the mayors’ confer- 
ence. It was understood the may- 
ors have selected Mayor LaGuardia 
of New York for this post. 

Rear Admiral C. J. Peoples, now 
procurement officer of the Govern- 
ment, was placed in charge of pro- 
curement of materials for the 
works projects. This will come un- 
der the progress divisicn. 


Hopkins to heep Present Post. 

Hopkins will continue in his pres- 
ent post of Relief Administrator to 
take care of those remaining on 
relief rolls until the goal of the 
works campaign is reached. That 
is the removal of 3,500,000 persons 
from relief rolls and giving them 
jobs. Mr. Roosevelt said again to- 
day he expected the states and 
municipalities to take over the case 
of unemployables on relief rolls. 

Tonight’s White House confer- 
ence will include the big four of 
the $4,000,000,000 undertaking— 
Frank C. Walker, director of the 
Emergency Council; Ickes, chair- 
man of the Allotment Board; Hop- 
kins and Rexford G. Tugwell, head 
of the Division for Rural Reset- 
tlement. 

Robert E. Wood, Chicago busi- 
ness man, will be the represent- 
ative of the Business Advisory 
Council on the important Allot- 
ment Board which will pass on the 
distribution of funds for the proj- 
ects. 

The White House announcement 
said accurate information must be 
available on the actual number of 
employables whose names are on 
relief rolls. 

Congress was watched closely 
for its reaction to the appointment 
of Ickes last night as chairman of 
the allotment board of 22 to recom- 
mend projects for the President’s 
approval. Some Congressmen have 
accused Ickes of being discour- 
teous and arrogant toward them 
and have argued that he has been 
too slow in spending the $3,300,- 
000,000 appropriated for public 
works two years ago. A congres- 
sional controversy over his re- 
quest for a $10,000-a-year assistan) 
was in progress even as the Presi- 
dent announced his appointment.

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TEXT OF CITY CHARTER 
FIXING QUALIFICATIONS 
FOR ALDERMANIC POSTS 


HE City Charter provision 
T es to qualifications of an 
Alderman follows: 

“No person shall become an 
Alderman except he be a voter 
and at least 25 years of age 
and shall have been next before 
his election five years a citizen 
of the United States, three 
years a resident of the city, 
two years an assessed taxpay- 
er of the city, and one year a 
resident of the ward from 
which elected, nor who shall 
have been convicted of malfeas- 
ance in office, bribery or oth- 
er corrupt practice or crime; 
and if any Alderman shall be 
so convicted or shall at any 
time not be a resident of such 
ward he shall thereby forfeit 
his office . . . said board shall 
be the judge of the qualifica- 
tions of its members, except of 
its president.” 


MOTHER AND SON 
ANE SENTENCED 10 
HANG FOR MURDER 


Second Youth Gets Life in 
Killing _ of 
Brother at Georgetown, 
Del., Seven Years Ago. 


Woman’s 


GEORGETOWN, Del., April 26.— 
Mrs. Mary H. Carey, 52 years old, 
and a son, Howard Carey, were sen- 
tenced today to be hanged in Sis- 
sex County Jail on June 7 for the 
murder of the woman’s brother 
more than seven years ago. Another 
son, James Carey, 23, was sentenced 


to life imprisonment. 

Mrs. Carey screamed and became 
hysterical as sentence was imposed. 
The jury had recommended mercy 
in returning a first degree convic- 
tion against the woman and her 
older son, who is 27. The younger 
son was convicted of second degree 
murder, which carries a life impris- 
onment penaity in Delaware. 

The man killed was Robert Hitch- 
ens, a bachelor, living near Frank- 
ford, Del. The motive, the State 
charged, was to obtain $2000 from 
a life insurance policy. 

Sentence was imposed by Chief 
Justice D. G. Layton and Associate 
Justices C. S. Richards and W. W. 
Harrington. They declined to act 
on the recommendation of mercy. 
Records show that Delaware never 
hanged a woman. 

Hitchens was found in the living 
room of his home on the night of 
Nov. 9, 1927, his skull crushed and 
the upper part of his body a mass 
of wounds. Active investigation of 
the killing had ended when last 
December Lawrence Carey, 21, a 
third son, told policemen of the cir- 
cumstances after his arrest on a 
breaking and entering charge. He 
said that for nearly a month before 
the man’s death he heard his moth- 
er and brothers planning to kill 
Hitchens. Hitchens had been dead 
nearly two days when the body 
was found. 

Mrs. Carey and Howard confessed 
after their arrest. At the trial] the 
woman pleade for her sons, say- 
ing she was responsible and told 
them to do it. She said that after 
her mother’s death she had differ- 
ences with her brother, Hitchens, 
as the result of the division of a 
small amount of property. She 
charged that several times her 
brother threatened to kill her and 
that she lived constantly in fear 
of her life. 

A three-pound sledge hammer, an 
oak cudgel and a pistol were used 
in the murder. Mrs. Carey said in 
the confession she and her sons 
had lain in wait for Hitchens in 
his house and she wielded the 
sledge. Howard was accused of fir- 
ing a pistol shot into the man’s 
brain as he lay on the floor, 
stunned by a blow. ,

The city charter provides that no 
person shall become an Alderman 
unless he has been for two years 
immediately preceding his election 
an “assessed taxpayer” of the city. 

“Assessment,” Not “Payment.”

to inquiry, that “assessment” rather 
than “payment” of taxes appeared 
to be the essential qualification and 
that he believed only real estate or 
personal property assessment, not 
the payment of license or other 
taxes, would serve to qualify. He 
pointed out that assessment 
through a partnership, which 
might not involve listing on the 
assessment rolls under the individ- 
ual's name, probably would suffice 
to qualify an Alderman. The Board 
of Aldermen is the judge of the 
qualifications of its members.

Couplin, who became a Deputy 
Assessor after the Dickmann ad- 
ministration, took office in the 
spring of 1933, told officials he for- 
got to make a personal property 
return for 1933.

OF KIDNAPING CHARGES 


State Unable to Support Al- 
legations Against Gangster 
and Two Associates. 


Herman Tipton, gangster, and 
two associates, Carl Fiorito and 
Jerome Crets, were freed today of 
criminal charges growing out of an 
attempt on Feb. 24, 1933, to foree 
Mike Accardi, bootlegger, to pay 
Tipton $2500. 

Declaring that the State would be 
unable to support its charges be- 
cause Accardi had proved an un- 
truthful witness, Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Flynn nol-prossed a charge 
of attempted kidnaping for ran- 
som, and also dismissed charges of 
attempted kidnaping for ransom 
and extortion which were pending 
against Tipton’s co-defendants, 
known best to their asociates as 
“Kelly” Fiorito and “Romie” Crets. 

Before entering the dismissals, 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Flynn 
made a statement in open’ court 
before Circuit Judge Russell, ex- 
plaining why he was taking the ac- 
tion. He recalled that Tipton, 
charged with extorting $150 from 
Accardi was acquitted last Decem- 
ber. Crets and Fiorito faced the 
same evidence. 

“Not a Truthful Witness.” 

“That acquittal was due largely 
to the fact that Accardi was not a 
truthful witness,” he said. “He tes- 
tified that he was a business man, 
and the defense showed incontest- 
ably that he was a bootlegger. He 
was also shown to have been an as- 
sociate of Tipton, although he did 
not admit as much himself. 

“We feel that since we could not 
obtain a conviction against him it 
it is not worth while to proceed 
with the other cases. As for the 
charges of kidnaping for ransom, 
we have always felt that they 
could not be supported. They 
were included in the indictment 
against the advice of the Circuit 
Attorney.” 

The kidnaping charge was based 
on Accardi’s statement that Tipton 
and his associates, accosting him in 
his garage back of his home at 5952 
Oakherst place, forced him into the

Two Killed in Fight. 

Two days later, James Vincent 
and Norman Godier, Cuckoo gang- 
sters, went to Accardi’s house to 
get the rest of the money and de- 
tectives, lying in wait for them on 
information furnished by Accardi, 
killed both in a revolver fight in 
which Detective Mobrak was 
wounded. 

In his own defense, against the 
extortion charge Tipton testified 
that Accardi owed him money as 
the result of bootlegging operations, 
and that since he knew the debt 
was an illegal one, he resorted to 
the use of force to collect it, know- 
ing he could get no assistance from 
the law. 

All three defendants were in the 
courtroom when the charges were 
dismissed, and left without making 
any comment.

Home-Made Explosive Placed 
on Dresser but Fuse Goes 
Out, He Confesses. 


A warrant charging attempted 
bombing was issued by the Circuit 
Attorney today against Albert 
Crawford, 40-year-old Negro, who 
admitted, according to police, that 
he placed a bomb in the room of 
his estranged wife last night.

Because there was an overt act 
on the part of Crawford, the war-

another. The old law provides a 
penalty of from two to 15 years.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in a special message 
o Congress yesterday recommended 
that the $250,000 bequest which the 
late Associate Justice Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes of the Supreme Court 
made to the Government “be de- 
voted to some purpose worthy of 
the great man who gave it. 

Roosevelt suggested that a special 
committee of Congress, joining with 
a Supreme Court committee, could 
develop the wisest uses of the fund. 

Senator Robinson, the Democratic 
leader, introduced a bill yesterday 
to use the money to buy portraits 
of former Supreme Court Justices 
and establish 15 scholarships of 
$1000 each for seniors in law 
schools. 

Text of President’s Message. 

The text of President Roosevelt's 
message follows: “To the Congress 
of the United States: The Congress 
is aware that Mr. Justice Holmes 
bequeathed his residuary estate to 
the Government of his country. It 
is the gift of one who in war and 
in peace, devoted his life to _ its 
service clearly he thereby sought, 
with a generaus emphasis, to mark 
the full measure of his faith in 
those principles of freedom and jus- 
tice which the country was founded 
to preserve. 

“I shall, I think, be interpreting 
aright the feeling of the country 
and the wishes of the Congress ff I 
suggest that this striking gift be de- 
voted to some purpose worthy of 
the great man who gave it.

Posterity which learns the signifi- 
cance of a life such as that of Oli- 
ver Wendell Holmes Jr., draws in- 
spiration from its understanding. 

Recommendation. 

“IT therefore commend to the Con- 
gress that the bequest of Mr. Jus- 
tice Holmes be not covered into the 
general fund of the Treasury but 
that it be set aside in a special fund 
at this time, and at a later date be 
devoted to purposes which will ef- 
fectively promote the contributions 
which law can make to the national

Bailey Amendments to Food and 
Drug Bill Will Weaken Pres- 
ent Law, It Says. 

In a letter sent today by the 
Consumers’ Council of St. Louis to 
United States Senator Clark, he 
was asked to withdraw his support 
to the Bailey amendments of the 
Copeland Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Bill and also to withdraw his 
amendment to transfer legislation 
of the advertising provisions of the 
bill from the Department of Agri- 
culture to the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. 

The council, through its chair- 
man, Mrs. Roscoe Anderson, 
charges the amendments “will 
make enforcement provisions weak- 
er than those of the present law.” 
The amendments wouid prohibit 
multiple seizures, which is in the 
Copeland Bill, and provide for the 
manufacturer violating the law to 
be called before a Federal Judge 


to show first why seizure should 


not be made. The latter, the coun- 
cil declares, would mean an oppor- 
tunity for delay to the violator. 

A similar letter was sent to 
Senator Harry S. Truman asking 
for his aid in influencing Senator 
Clark in changing his mind.

IN NEW BUDGE 
BILL FOR CITY 


Measure Given to Aldermen 
—Increase Since Last 
Year Chiefly in Bond In- 
terest and Sinking Fund. 


The 1935-36 city appropriation 
bill, with a budget total of $29,- 
359,650.16, was submitted to the 
Board of Aldermen today by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. After a second reading, at 
tomorrow's meeting of the Alder- 
men, it will be referred to the 
Ways and Means Committee, the 
personnel Of which, with that of 
other committees, was to be an- 
nounced at today’s meeting. 

This year’s budget exceeds that 
of a year ago, for the year 1934-35, 
by $1,529,090.27. The increase is 
chiefly in bond interest and sink- 
ing fund, which is $7,259,664, as 
compared with $6,193,447 a year 
ago. This year’s appropriations for 
municipal revenue purposes are 
$19,025,065, as compared with $19,- 
317,754 last year. 

Two other major items, making 
up the total of this year’s appro- 
priation, are: Waterworks, $2,280,- 
692, and special purposes and re- 
volving fund, $794,227.

DAMAGE SUIT, BEGUN 
IN 1900, AFFIRMED 


Missouri Supreme Court Sus- 
tains $20,000 Judgment 
Against Kansas City. 


By the Jefferson City Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 26. 
—A judgment of $20,000 obtained by 


Edward Scanlon against the city of 
Kansas City, growing out of the in- 


jury of his son, Cornelius, then two 
years and five months old, in a fall 


on a defective sidewalk on Aug. 8, 
1900, was affirmed yesterday after- 
noon by the Missouri Supreme 
Court en banc, in the second ap- 
peal of the case to the higher court. 

The case, which has been pend- 
ing in Jackson County Circuit Court 
and in the Supreme Court at inter- 
vals for more than 34 years, is 
an unusual illustration of the slow 
moving procedure of the courts in 
civil cases. 

The child suffered injuries in the 
fall which, it was alleged, resulted 
in permanent paralysis of his lower 
limbs. In December, 1900, two dam- 
age suits were filed against the 
city, one on behalf of the child and 
the other on behalf of the child's 
father for loss of the son’s services 
and for nursing, care and medical 
attention. 

Verdict for City. 

The son's suit was tried in No- 
vember, 1902, and resulted in a ver- 
dict for the city. No appeal was 
taken from that judgment. 

The suit filed by the father was 
dismissed in January, 1904, and was 
refiled in February of that year. 
The case remained on the Jackson

Dec. 3, 1915, when it again was dis- 
missed. It was refiled on Dee. 2, 
1916. 

The father’s suit, after the second 
refiling, was tried in February, 
1923, and resulted in a jury verdict 
of $30,000 against the city.

The three scout cars of the Cen- 
Police District and Sergeant 
Fisher's car have been used for | 
tests which have shown the prin-| 
cipal value of two-way radio will | 
be in speeding up broadcast of de- 
acriptions of criminals fleeing from 
the scenes of crimes. In the past, 
broadcast of descriptions and oth- 
er important information has been 
delayed until officers found a con- 
venient telephone.

Last Tuesday, Sergeant Fisher 
was riding in one of the test cars 
at Twelfth boulevard and Market 
street when a radio alarm of a 
holdup at Grattan street and Chou- 
teau avenue was broadcast. Fish- 
er went to the scene, more than a 
mile distangj, obtained the descrip- 
tion of the robbers and relayed it 
to the radio dispatcher for re- 
broadcast in less than four min-| 
utes. Less than haif of that time 
would have been required if the 
first cars on the scene had been 
equipped with radio transmitters. 

Wednesday afternoon police re- 
ceived a report that there had been | 
a shooting in the tavern at 406) 
North Ninth street. One of the! 
Central Distrist test cars respond- 
ed to the radio alarm and in less 
than two minutes reported that the 
call was a fake. This information 
was relayed to other cars that were 
speeding to the scene enabling them 
to return at once to their regular 
stations. 

The value of two-way communica- 
tion in accidents and other emergen- 
cies was demonstrated Tuesday af- | 
ternoon when one woman was killed | 
and another seriously burned in an

District 
was a block away when the officers 
noticed the fire. They reported it 
to the dispatcher before the alarm 
was recorded on the fire alarm sys- 
tem. Keeping in constant touch 
with the dispatcher they were able | 
to request that ambulances and 
other assistance be sent to the 
scene and to report the extent of 
the emergency. 

Another benefit of the system 
will be that officers in radio cars 
will be able to acknowledge receipt 
of calls.

The range of the transmitters be- 
ing used in the tests is compara- | 
tively small although accurate re- 
ception at headquarters has been 
obtained from points as far west as 
Kingshighway and Lindell boule- | 
vard.

Since a vertical aerial five feet 
long is required for effective broad- 
casting, transmitters will not be 
installed in the detective cars. The 
presence of the aerial would dis- | 
close their identity. 

Because of the large number of 
tests and experiments necessary to 
perfect the system, Sergeant Fish- 
er believes that several months will 
be needed to equip all scout cars | 
for two-way communication. |

Great Northern Had Contended 
$78,832,888 Valuation Was 
43 Pct. Too High. 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in a decision written 
by Judge Kimbrough Stone and 
filed yesterday in St. Louis, up- 
held the State and county taxing 
authorities of North Dakota in col- 


ern Railroad on a valuation of 
$78,832,888 for the year 1933. 
Judges Charles B. Farisand John 
B. Sanborn concurred in the de- 
cision, which affirmed a decision 
of the Federal District Court of 
North Dakota. Judge Sanborn 
added comments expressing his be- 
lief that the railroads are “unrea- 


'|sonably overburdened with State 


| taxes.” 


The Great Northern sued the 
State and county taxing officials 
to enjoin them from collecting taxes 
levied against the railroad for 1933, 
on an assessed valuation describe-l 
as the “true and full value in money,” 
and amounting to the figure given. 
The railroad company contended 
that the valuation, which was the 
same as that for 1932, was exces- 
sive by 43 per cent. 

In reply, the State and county 


oa ‘authorities said the valuation was

based on the five-factor method— 
trackage, car and locomotive miles, 
tonnage and passenger miles, gross 
revenue earned, and physical prop- 
erties, all within the State. The 
railroad contended that a large part 
of these values was, in fact, out- 
side the State. The District Court 
dismissed the railroad’s suit for 
lack of equity. 

Affirming the District Court’s ac- 
tion, the Court of Appeals says no 
excessive valuation was proven. 
During the 14 years previous, it 
finds, there was only one increase 
in the road’s assessment, in the 
amount of $1,028,291 made in 1929 
| while there were more reductions of 
(a total of $12,459,916, of which 
‘about one-third, or $4,149,973 was 
in the 1932 assessment, repeated in 
1933. 


The court finds that the average 
assessment for the four years pre- 
ceding 1933 was 99.07 per cent of 
the true value of the railroad prop- 
erties in the State, on the basis of 
the five-factor calculation. This, the 
court says, suggests serious con- 
sideration and an attempt at just 
treatment. 

Judge Sanborn, concurring in 


the record in the case, the District 
Court was justified in its decision. 
“But,” he adds, “no group of men

OREGON STATE CAPITOL 


DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Fireman Killed by Crumbling 
Chimney—Loss on Build- 
ing Is $700,000. 


By the Associated Press. 

SALEM, Ore., April 26.—Oregon’s 
state capitol was destroyed last 
night by a fire in which Fireman 
Floyd McMullen, a Willamette 
University sophomore, was killed. 
He was crushed by a crumbling 
chimney. A Civilian Conservation 
Corps worker was injured by fall- 
ing bricks. 

The fire started in the basement 
of the 60-year-old building, went up 
an elevator shaft, swept through 
the rotunda and caused the 187- 
foot copper dome to collapse a lit- 
tle more than an hour after the 
flames were discovered. 

A few personal effects and rec- 
ords were the only articles saved 
from the office of Gov. Charles H. 
Martin on the second floor. 

The building, which housed the 
executive offices, the main depart- 
mental offices and the Senate and 
House chambers, cost $700,000. The 
value of equipment, re¢ords and 
historical relics was estimated at 
$800,000. 

Theoretically the State carries its 
own insurance in a “restoration” 
fund, but it contained only $140,- 
000. 

Today Oregon's State depart- 
ments were scattered over Salem's 
business section. The Secretary of 
State’s office was established tem- 
porarily at the armory, where most 
of the salvaged records and equip- 
ment from the ground floor of the 
capitol were taken. The State 
Treasury will be at a bank where 
some $15,000,000 of State securities 
was kept. 


MAN BUILT SEAPLANE RAMP

The Deputy Commissioner of 
Docks, F. William Zelcer, who ap- 
pointed Pevear, said he did not 
know until yesterday that Pevear 
had seen only one seaplane ramp 
prior to his engagement. 

Aldermanic President Bernard 8, 
Deutsch, chairman of the investi- 
gating committee, picked out one 
$69,000 item in the cost of the 
ramps and drew from Zelcer an 
admission that this expenditure was 
due to “errors in the estimate on 
the work and waste due to efr- 
rors.”

Includes About Half of Territory 
Formerly in Disincoroprated 
Affton. 

A petition for incorporation of a 
new village to be called Laketon 
was filed with the St. Louis County 
Court yesterday by 17 residents, 
who said they expected to file 
about 300 more signatures later. 
The Court was agked to delay a 

hearing until it was requested. 

The village, containing about four 
square miles, would include about 
half of the territory formerly in 
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the village of Affton, which was 
disincorporated April 12. Its bound- 
aries, all to the north of Gravois 
road, would be the St. Louis city 
limits on the east, the Frisco Rail- 
way on the north and west, and, on 
the south, the western extension of 
Weber road, Mackenzie road, Gar- 
denville and Mathilda avenues and 
Grant boulevard, but the subdivi- 
sion of Lakewood would be exclud- 
ed from this area. 

Affton was disincorporated  be- 
cause of objections to the traffic 
police and Police Court maintained 
on the fee system and the imposi- 
tion of automobile and dog license 
taxes.

Hopkins is president. Elmer Jen- 
kins, real estate dealer, 5826 Heege 
road, one of the signers of the pe- 
tition, said Laketon would not have 
taxes or the fee system, but de- 
sired a corporate status merely to 
avoid annexation by the nearby 
Shrewsbury or Webster Groves— 
which was the original reason for 
establishment of Affton.

Jo the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

N the Post-Dispatch of Sunday, April 

21, there appeared a feature article 
which purported to be a description and 
resume of Federal Transient Camp ac- 
tivities and purposes. Its presentation 
to the reading public of St. Louis and 
vicinity was evidently for the purpose 
of acquainting them with this particular 
branch of the President’s relief program. 
As such, for purposes of accuracy, it is 
beyond question an unfair dissertation 
concerning a group of men who are 
neither. hoboes, ex-convicts nor tramps. 

The camp records will show 14 out of 
the last 16 men who have left this camp 
have gone directly to regular employ- 
ment at their trades; some in Missouri, 
others to more distant points. Every 
man in this camp is today seeking em- 
ployment. No man in this camp would 
stay here if he could work for wazes. 

These camps were established for a 
very definite purpose. Hoboes and 
tramps don't register at transient camps 
for the very good reason that every man 
in camp works; willingly and proudly. 

To spread the impression among em- 


THE BAIL BOND EVIL. 

The bail bond system has produced some of the 
worst evils afflicting American jurisprudence. 

Our own experience in St. Louis epitomizes the 
widespread experience of the United States. Bonds- 
men have been found to be sometimes insolvent, 
sometimes with unsatisfied judgments against them 
for bonds, sometimes with their property so involved 
that the judgments against them could not be col- 
lected. The American Bar Association, state bar asso- 
ciations, societies for reform of criminal jurisprud- 
ence, and commissions for the suppression of crime 
have all pleaded for bond reform. Former President 
William Howard Taft and the Wickersham Com- 
mission spoke vigorously for it. 

Yet the Missouri House of Representatives has 
failed to give the necessary votes to a bail bond bill 
designed to correct patent evils in Missouri. This 
bill was sponsored by the State Bar Association. 
First killed by a House committee, it was then 
placed on the House calendar over the committee’s 
head. It received 67 favorable votes to 30 noes, but 
lacked nine votes of the constitutional majority of 76. 

The bill would have compelled an intending surety 
on a criminal bond to show under oath that he was 
worth the amount of the bond over and above the 
aggregate of his debts and liabilities and the total 
of all outstanding bonds on which he was a surety. 
It would have prohibited acceptance as a bondsman 
of any person against whom an unsatisfied bond 
judgment was outstanding. It would have required 
examination of sureties under oath as to their quali- 
fications. 

The opponents of the bill insisted that it was non- 
sense. They said there was sufficient authority 
under present law to reform bond abuses. They dif- 
fered with all the expert bodies that have studied 
this question. The committee which prepared the 
bill for the State Bar Association knows what the 
present laws are; it knows the evils which have 
arisen under those laws. It is no less than effrontery 
to say that no such reform ds that proposed by the 
bond bill is needed. It is needed. It is desperately 
needed. 

The Legislature can only render the people-a grave 
disservice by continuing its present attitude toward | 
code reform. Presumably the average member has 
as little sympathy with crime as we have. He is 
aware of the testimony of such authorities as for- 
mer President Taft that crime has its roots in our 
outmoded criminal code. His constituents are as 
much opposed to lawlessness as any other commu- 
nity in the State. Why, then, should he be beguiled

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THE NARROWING PACIFIC. 

Return of the Pan-American clipper plane Pioneer 
from Honolulu to California opens a new era in the 
Pacific. 

This great four-motored plane flew to Honolulu in 
17 hours and 45 minutes, which took seven hours 
off the previous record. Returning, the Pioneer re- 
auired 20 hours and 59 minutes. She had to fight 
head winds throughout the 2400-mile trip. 

A year ago, such a trip would have been an ad- 
venture. Thanks to the radio compass, it is now only 
part of the day’s work. The aviator has only to keep 
the needle of his radio compass on zero, and as long 
as his engines function he is certain to reach his 
objective. The distance across the Pacific is 8500 
miles. Before summer is over, airplanes will be 
making this trip regularly. Mail service between the 
United States and China’ will be a matter of only 
three days. The longest leg of the flight will be that 
between California and’ Hawali, the shortest between 
Manila and Shanghai. Intermediately, the planes 
will land at Midway Island, at Wake Island and at 
Guam. 

So much for the narrowing Pacific. Dr. Eckener 
also flew across it with the Graf Zeppelin in three 
days. Steamship transport consumes three weeks. 
This sort of thing is going on all over the world. 
Pan-American Airways, which is establishing trans- 
Pacific service, is already maintaining regular flights 
between North and South America. It was one of 
its trans-American ships that made the flight to 
Honolulu and back. The new Pacific clippers will be 
even bigger and more efficient. 

Development of aviation has waited upon inven- 
tion. It needed a new kind of compass, and it got 
one. It still needs a means of making contact with 
its base through fog, a problem Marconi and others 
have been working on for years. . They have not 
yet entirely solved it. They have made it possible 
for the airplane to hit a pin point in the Pacific. 

It is only a question of time until every obstacle 
will be surmounted.

“Shouldn't be surprised if you pulled 
through,” says a third, “but that German 
friend of mine, you know, caught the bu- 
bonic plague.” 

“I have brought you a little present,” says 
the fourth. “This book describes the symp- 
toms of all the fatal diseases. It is very 
carefully indexed. So if you feel a pain in 
your neck you can look it up and decide 
quickly what disease you are about to 
die of.” 

“Great!” says the patient. “You can’t 
imagine how you have bucked me up. [If 
only you will stay a little longer, I do not 
think I am going to have time to die of all 
the diseases you are so interested in. Be- 
fore I can catch them, I'll be dead from 
worrying about them.” 

A better choice of bedside reading for the 
convalescent patient would. I think. be 
memoirs of bygone days. Last week, for 
example, Ogden L. Mills, for whose intel- 
lectual powers I have great admiration, said 
in an address that “for a hundred years 
prior to the war, the economic system that 
prevailed for the most part throughout the 
civilized world had not at any time been 
seriously threatened with a major break- 
down.” This remark reminded me of odds 
and ends of things I have read. which 
seemed to indicate that though the system 
may never have been seriously threatened. 
there were never lacking men to declare 
that it was threatened. For example, a 
speech in Parliament made by Brougham 
in 1817: : 


How did it come to pass that, after the glorious 
peace which our efforts had purchased, we were 
still shut out from most parts of the continent 
as if war was still waging against our com- 
merc . In Russia our commerce labored 
under duties so nearly araounting to a _ prohibi- 
tion as to throw it into the hands of contraband 
traders. Prussia almost excluded us from inter- 
course with her dominions... In Austria, again 
we met nothing but prohibition. It would seem 
as if, from all our exertions to Serve the conti- 
nental powers whether looking after honor or 


profit, we were fated to rea noth 
and disgrace.

To my own taste, the best bedside reading. 
when suffering from cramps and colic over 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's assaults on the Con- 
stitution and property, is Mark Sullivan's 
enormously entertaining history of Theodore 
Roosevelt's administration. 

In 1902, the President is in Philadelphia 
speaking at a banquet of the Union League 
Club, and he says: “It is idle to tell this 
people that we have not the power to solve 
such a problem as that of exercising ade- 
quate supervision over the great industrial 
combinations. of today.” 

Congressman Moore, who was present, 
wrote later that he noticed some represen- 
tatives of “large and prosperous public 
utility companies shook their heads. as if 
to say ‘that won’t do.’ They seemed to be 
sizing up the President, for throughout 
the country his critics were already begin- 
ning to get in their work, some of them 
going so far as to convey the impression 
that the President's mannerisms denoted a 
tendency toward the abnormal and that 
because of this he was dangerous.” 

The New York World, which was im- 
pressed by T. R.’s trust-busting activities, 
remarked that “the United States was never 
nearer to a social revolution than it was 
when Theodore Roosevelt became Presi- 
dent.” And just the other day Secretary 
Ickes told the publishers that the United 
States was on the edge of a social revolu- 
tion when Franklin D. Roosevelt became 
President. 

In 1905 the President proposed a bill to 
Stop the adulteration of food and drugs. 
Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island opposed 
him, saying: “Are we going to take up the 
question as to what a man shall eat and 
what a man shall drink, and put him under 
Severe penalties if he is eating or drinking 
something different from what the chemists 
of the Agricultural Department think de- 
sirable?” 

When the President proposed that the 
Government should have power to regulate 
railroad rates, Senator Foraker of Ohio 
made 86 speeches against the bill, calling it 
“revolutionary” and “contrary to the spirit 
of our institutions” and also “a cheat, a 
humbug and a fraud.” 

Those who are bewildered by the current 
impression that the White House is not 
perfectly definite and coherent in all its 
principles can find some interesting parallels 
in the impression made on his contempo- 
raries by the other Roosevelt. Mark Sullivan

HE greatest annual sport 

show, drawing power consid- 
ered, will be held at Wembley 
Stadium, London; tomorrow.

pacity.

In the history of this country, 
where we have stadia as large 
as those of England, we have no 
gatherings like that. The Demp- 
sey-Tunney fight at Soldier Field 
about equaled the British Cup 
final, but that was just one event. 
The Army-Navy football game 
also went well over 100,000 on one 
occasion. 

But the big soccer events of En- 
gland recur year after year un- 
diminished in popular interest. 
The Derby and the Grand Na- 
tional, both British races, are the 
only events that really rank in 
interest with the British major 
soccer finals. 

Yet, in this country, we are 
hardly able to interest the pub- 
lic in soccer football. In fact, 
this imported pastime is having 
a desperate struggle for existence 
here—because few persons. will 
pay to see it. But England still 
ranks it as the greatest of all 
sports. 

America could do worse than 
build up soccer which ranks high- 
er than either baseball or college 
football as a normal developer 
of the body and almost as high 
as either in spectator interest.

_artist and registrar of the St. Louis 
| Art Museum, he is devoting much 
of his leisure time to the recapture 
of that charm on canvas. 


“Old houses in St. Louis are a rap 
idly passing reminder of a dead 
past that is not quite dead,” he said. 
“They remain for a time as monu- 
mental antiques, interesting because 
‘of their architectural lines and 
patinas of age. Whether of log, rock, 
frame or brick, each represented a 
period in American architectural 
development of a people aspiring 
towards a new art ideal or a new 
era of vitality.” 

He said that he credited his in- 
terest in old houses to his long as- 
sociation with antiques at the Art 
Museum. He admires the rich mel- 
low toned patinas of an old house 
just as a connoisseur is interested 
in the natural patina of an old rug 
or bronze vase. The beauties of 
the roadside to Thalinger are an- 
cient partly demolished homes, aged 
structures often crude to the aver- 
‘age eve or an old building that has 
seen its day and is being torn down 
to make way for a hright new fill- 
ing station. He motors for hours 
to find his subjects, which range 
from log cabins to once famed man- 
sions covered with the smoke and 
grime of a century. 


“To me there is nothing more in- 
teresting to paint and to contem- 
plate than -an old house,” he said. 
“As Stevenson said in an essay, 
‘One place suggests work, another 
idleness, a third early rising and 
long rambles in the dew. Some 
‘places speak distinctly. Certain 
dank gardens cry aloud for a mur- 
der; certain old houses demand to 
be haunted.” To Thalinger they all 
cry aloud their demand to be paint- 
ed. 

“How indigenous to the soil and 
locality of our Ozarks were the 
early log and mud-plastered houses, 
then the rock almost as enduring 
as the very hills. How well these 
homes interpreted the pioneer, the 
early settler. How truthfully their 
crude rehabilitation interprets the

individuals who have lived and died 
in them. Later, with leisure and 
some degree of civilization, these 
buildings gave way to plan and 
artistry--of a kind—often resulting 
in monstrosities imitative and not 
native to the scene, yet a necessary 
part of our development and today 
not without a certain elusive charm 
for us with their ornamental trim- 
mings, their rounded windows, their 
crude colored glass and pretentious 
attics and roofs, or the extremely 
charming ironwork around porch 
and yards 

“The wrecking of the buildings 
naturally becomes a drama. To see 
their intimate rooms exposed _ so 
brutally to strange eyes and to see 
the faded walls silhouetting colorful 
spots where once hung family por- 
traits, is more than sufficient to 
provoke the imagination. Their verv 
materials become significant and ex- 
pressive as‘a record of the past 
The fire clay fashioned by hand 
and fired into a colorful red; the 
hard and heavy rock quarried out 
of the earth; worn hand-hewn shin- 
gies that have resisted storms and 
cold and heat; white plaster dust 
and dust of bricks again about to 
go into soil, all has its pictorial in- 
terest. Material of this sort, inani- 
mate as it is, tells its story—there 
is little need of human figures, re- 
gardiess of their equally interest- 
ing appeal. The story is complete 
without, freed of all sentimental and 
romantic anecdotal element.” 


Thalinger said that he had painted 
seriously for the last 10 years. Dur- 
ing this time he painted buildings 
in the downtown section of St. 
Louis, Eads Bridge and St. Louis 
landmarks. But it was not until 
the passing of the bond issue to es- 
tablish Memorial Plaza, when it was 
made known that manvy of the build- 
ings would be torn away, that he 
turned to such subjects almost ex- 
clusively.

| records, when in 1815 he 
|played in public for the last time. 
“The strings of the piano were 
nearly cracked and some _ notes 
were almost inaudible.” 

Beethoven! The greatest musician 
that ever lived, whose genius called 
into being more heavenly melodies 
than were ever heard by any one 
mind on this earth! Yet he played 
badly that last night! 

Was it because he was old, and 
his hands were less deft in striking 
the notes he knew so well? Or was 
it due to the deafness that afflicted 
him in middle life and deepened 
each year until the end? 

In part, perhaps. For even the 
most godlike of men grow old, their 
swift skill slows down, and their 
magic is lost. Age dulls the spirit, 
but that was not the real reason 
why the master played badly. 

Not at all. The reason was that 
he was trying to play a sonata in 
“a miserable little box of wires, 
hardly more sonorous than a 
spinet.” It was an inadequate in- 
strument that made the jangled 
music. 

As his biographer adds, “Born 
into a day of small things, he 
helped the day to expand by giving 
it creations beyond the scope of its 
available means of expression. He 
was an emancipator of humanity.” 

The sonata, as a musical! struc- 
ture, had been known for 200 years 
‘before, but Beethoven enlarged and 
| enriched it, lifting it into un- 
'dreamed-of associations of power 
| and loveliness. 
| Yes, he was an emancipator. He 
|took an old form of music, bap- 
| tized it in the gleaming waters of 
‘his genius and forced men to in- 
vent new instruments to match the 
'majesty of his God-illumined art. 
| May not this be true of much 
| of the discord of life, whether it 
'be in our own hearts or in the 
world about us? There is music in 
| life, unheared melodies, but our 
poor instruments are not equal to 
| it.
